The  horns  of 
the  altar,  in  this  sense,  offer  no  protection  from  dan¬ 
ger.  Ministers  and  candidates  for  the  ministry,  as 
others,  have  need  to  be  exhorted  and  stirred  up  to 
watchfulness  continually,  lest  their  heatta  he  harden¬ 
ed  through  the  deceitlulness  of  sin,  and  they  come 
short  of  the  glory  of  God  in  the  end. 

All  this  is  fully  implied  in  the  strong  terms  used 
with  regard  to  the  circumstances  of  ministers  in  the 
New  Testament.  Some  of  the  most  solemn  admo¬ 
nitions  of  Jesus  Christ,  with  regard  to  the  danger 
of  being  found  unfaithful  aud  unsound  at  the  last, 
were  adidressed  to  those  very  disciples  whom  he  hao 
selected  to  be  apostles  in  the  work  ol  the  gospel. 
And  accordingly  we  hear  no  less  a  man  than  Paul, 
in  the  midst  of  his  labors  afterwards  exclaiming,  “  I 
so  tun,  not  as  uncertainly  ;  so  fight  I,  not  as  one 
thatbeateth  the  air ;  but  I  keep  under  my  body,  and 
bring  it  into  subjection:  lest  that  by  any  means,

Such  an  answer  would,  however,  not  make  a  correct 
impression  upon  an  American  temperance  man.  In 
drinking  a  little,  the  people  here  know  not  what  they 
do,  and  they  never  intend  to  take  more  than  “a 
little,”  and  thousands  of  them  never  do  take  more. 
We  may  say,  in  general,  that  the  Mohammedans 
are  a  temperate  people,  t.  e.  they  do  not  drink  to 
excess,  taking  them  as  a  nation.  Those,  however.

The  whole  history  of  the  church,  from  the  begin¬ 
ning,  abounds  with  awful  instruction  on  the  same 
subject.  The  ministry  has  been  very  far  from  be¬ 
ing  a  sanctuary  of  righteousness  and  salvation,  to 
the  great  body  of  those,  who,  in  the  dififerent  ages 
of  the  church,  have  adventured  upon  its  holy  func¬ 
tions.  It  has  been  a  savor  of  death  unto  death,  in¬ 
stead  of  a  savor  of  life,  untc  thousands  and  tens  of 
thousands,  that  have  borne  its  honors  and  responsibi¬ 
lities  befoie  the  word.  More  ministers  have  been 
lost,  than  have  ever  been  saved.  Hell  has  more  of 
them  to  boast  of  than  heaven. 

Indeed  it  is  only  necessary  to  consider  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  temptation  with  which  the  sacred  oflSce 
is  surrounded  in  the  world,  in  connection  with  the 
known  character  of  the  human  heart,  to  be  convin¬ 
ced  that  it  is  an  exceedingly  perilous  position  for 
aay  but  the  most  vigilant  to  occupy.  The  deceit- 
fulness  of  the  heart  is  not  destroyed,  nor  in  the  least 
degree  impaired,  by  an  outward  consecration  to  theo¬ 
logical  studies  ;  while,  at  the  same  time,  the  forms 
and  relations  that  are  thus  assumed,  are  in  the  high¬ 
est  degree  adapted  to  encourage  and  aid  the  treache¬ 
rous  workings  to  which  it  is  always  inclined.  It  is 
one  of  the  easiest  things  in  the  world,  and  one  of 
the  most  common  in  the  church,  to  mistake  oflScial 
sacredness  forpersonal  leligion ;  and  fearfully  mani¬ 
fold  are  the  ways,  in  which  the  man,  whose  lips 
and  hands  are  familiar  with  holy  things,  and 
who  is  accustomed  to  challenge  for  himself  the 
credit  of  a  scribe  in  all  that  peitains  to  religion,  and 
whose  piety,  if  it  be  only  authenticated  with  the 
common  decencies  of  his  profession,  no  man  feels 
himself  at  liberty  to  question,  while  most  have  an  in-

The  first  grant  we  will  beg  of  you,  is  a  sum 
sufficient  to  supply  us  with  from  50,000  to  100,000 
copies  of  The  Blind  IFay,*  which  is  a  very  popular 
Tract.  We  have  beard  but  of  one  instance  of  its 
being  torn  up.  The  most  influential  man  who  ever 
joined  the  church  in  Ceylon,  declared  that  this 
Tract  was  the  great  means  of  shaking  his  faith 
in  heathenism.  We  think  that  100,000  copies  of 
The  Blind  Way,  neatly  bound  in  paper  covers, 
could  not  cost  less  than  5000  Spanish  dollars. 


mercy  which  bas  ever  flowed  along  by  its  side,  and 
which  proceeded  from  the  great  and  benencenl 
Source  whence  he  started,  and  from  which  he  has 
delighted  to  wander  ! 

Who,  in  the  retrospection  of  his  life,  bas  not  rea¬ 
son  to  be  overcome  with  a  sense  of  the  ingratitude 
and  presumption  of  living  without  a  fear  of  God  ? 
without  a  restraining  consciousness  of  His  presence, 
who  cannot  be  deceived,  and  will  not  let  the  wicked 
go  unpunished.  Success  in  his  efforts  to  hide  his 
crimes,  geneially  embolden  the  transgressor ; — and 
one  instance  of  success  after  another,  is  generally 
followed  by  an  increasing  frequency  of  crime.  It 
is  so  with  every  kind  of  iniquity  and  fraud  which 
human  laws  cannot  reach  and  punish. .  These  last 
gain  prevalence  by  slow  degrees,  become  viler  as 
they  prevail,  till  civil  laws  are  violated  ;  and  still, ' 
the  sinner,  trusted  and  reckless,  may  seem  to  him¬ 
self  as  harmless  as  when  he  began  to  sin.  It  is  at 
the  point  of  detection  or  exposure  that  repentance 
and  reformation  usually  begin ;  and  it  is  well  if  the 
tears  of  such  an  hour  are  not  selfish  drops  ;  drops 
that  lull  the  conscience,  without  improving  the 
heart. 

Such  are  the  declarations  of  eternal  truth ;  and 
man,  self-deluded,  and  self-approving 


a  Society.  There  is,  namely,  a  practice  prevailing 
among  many  pious  people,  which  has  been  felt  to 
be  an  evil,  by  the  more  reflecling  of  the  followers 
of  Christ.  It  is  the  practice  of  serving  up  wine  when 
a  friend  calls.  Of  course,  no  excess  is  so  much  aa 
known  among  them,  in  the  indulgence  of  this  spe¬ 
cies  of  politeness ;  but  it  is  an  evil,  and  beset  wiffi 
danger,  and  hence  I  have  urged  upon  Christians  in 


frivolous  spirit  of  the  youthful  and  gay  around  him, 
with  only  a  sentimental  reflection  that  sounds  like 
religion,  brought  in  from  time  to  time  to  sanctify  the 
occasion ;  who  by  his  smooth  gallantries  wins  for 
himself,  in  spite  of  all  the  disadvantages  of  his  sta¬ 
tion,  and  deserves  to  wear,  the  laurels  of  a  “ladies’ 
man ;”  showme  such  a  theological  dandy,  in  pumps 
and  gloves,  and  I  need  no  prophet’s  inspiration  to 
foretell,  that  he  will  be  neither  a  son  of  thunder  nor 
nf  consolation  to  the  church,  in  time  to  come.  His 
name  will  not  be  great  in  Israel ;  and  more  are  like¬ 
ly  to  fall  than  shall  ever  rise,  under  the  curse  of  his 
1  ministry.” 


Perhaps  you  think  100,000  copies  is  a  large  edition. 
But  when  we  consider  that  half  this  number  might 
profitably  be  distributed  in  Madras  and  its  vicinity. 


Odessa  to  vote  its  discontinuance,  and  to  make  ef¬ 
forts  to  have  the  practice  put  away  by  the  brethren 
all  about  in  the  country.  If  this  motion  prevails,  I 
shall  feel  confident  that  some  Temperance  consti¬ 
tution  may  be  offered  to  them  for  acceptance.  Tbia 
will,  however,  be  a  hard  task  indeed ;  for  the  Tem¬ 
perance  question  in  South  Russia,  and  among  sober 
and  serious  people  there,  takes  chiefly  bold  on  pure 
wine.  Still,  something  must  be  done  for  these  peo¬ 
ple,  and  I  doubt  not,  the  question  will  become  tan¬ 
gible  as  soon  as  it  is  seriously  considered  and  turn¬ 
ed  over.  And  the  people  there  are  not  inaccessible 
to  truth. — While  I  was  there,  speaking  once  on  the 
hinderances  of  a  revival,  I  mentioned,  among  other 
pai  ticulars,  the  countenance  given  to  vice  and  waa- 
tonness  by  professors  of  religion,  by  letting  bouses 
or  parts  of  bouses  for  such  purposes,  or  suffering  a 
connection  of  some  other  kind  to  exist  between  them¬ 
selves  and  the  system  of  wickedness  around  tbei^ 
contrived  and  upheld  by  Satan ;  and  the  two  only 
brethren  who  owned  cellais  which  they  had  W  to 
the  dealers-out  of  wine,  announced  to  them  that  they 
could  occupy  their  ceJJsrs  no  longer,  unless  they  in¬ 
tended  to  hire  them  merely  as  store  rooms  for  ot^ 
articles  than  wine  or  liquor.  And  one  of  thwe  t^ 
did  it  while  in  a  situation  hardly  able  to  make  the 

**  ffir  ‘his  part  ol  the  world,  are  appropriate 

te^erance  tracts  in  Italian,  French,  Gfreek,  and 
Tutkisb ;  for  South  Russia  in  French  and  German. 
Such  publications  should  include  wine,  showing  the 
dsDger  of  its  habitual  use  as  a  drink,  and  withont 
reference  to  a  man’s  health,  while  they  ought  ntter- 
iy  to  discountenance  spirits,  as  indeed  all  yonr  tem¬ 
perance  tracts  are  always  sure  to  do.  The  total 
abstinence  from  spirituous  liquor  should  be  ttrged 
withont  exception,  and  abstinence  from  wine,  as  an 
habitual  beverage,  on  the  ground  of  expMieney, 
moral  inflnence,  and  as  a  preventive  a^inst  the 
production  of  that  artificial  appetite  for  more,  and 
mote  still,  whieh  the  daily  use  of  wine  is  at  least 
apt  to  produce. 

Recent  accoanu  relative  to  the  aland  whieh  th« 
American  Temperance  Society  has  taken,  in  respect 
I  to  the  wine  question,  have  relieved  our  minds  very

extravagance  in  the  American  newspapers  upon 
this  subject,  that  we  became  quite  alarmed. 

Let  me  ask  you  a  question — though  perhaps  you 
will  smile  on  reading  it.  Have  your  temperance 
reports  ever  been  presented  to  any  of  the  kings  and 
emperors  of  Europe  ?  Surely  they  ought  to  possess 
them,  especially  the  Emperor  of  Russia,  who  farms 
out  this  ruinous  business  to  his  rich  farmers.  Thus 
far  it  has  indeed  been  infiaitely  bettei  than  iiothing 
to  have  so  heavy  duties  laid  upon  distilled  liquors ; 
for  under  the  preseot^system  the  beverage  has  been 
rendere  1,"  perhaps,  three  times  as  dear  as  it  would 
otherwise  have  been.  But  what  a  blessing  would 
it  be  for  Russia,  il  the  ruler  of  that  land  could  be 
prevailed  upon  to  consult  the  true  interest  of  his 
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TUe  ConvrcntwB  World. 

In  order  to  behold  this  object  accempliehed  there  must 
be  an  earncit  realix.Uon  of  iU  importance.  The  com- 
munily  of  Chriatian.  must  be  generally  moved,  as  under 
one  mighty  impulse,  to  pour  out  their  energies  through 
the  various  channels  provided.  It  it  a  great  object,  and 
it  requiree  large  desires  and  concentrated  efflirt.  The 
world  is  large,  and  its  many  inhabitants  are  ignorant, 
degraded,  and  perishing.  To  penetrate  this  whole  mass 
willi  the  word  of  God,  great  must  be  the  company  of 
those  who  publish  it.  As  the  nations  of  Christendom 
were  moved  ondor  the  enthusiasm  of  the  crusade,  so  does 
the  church  of  God  now  need  to  be  influenced  and  inspired 
under  the  claims  and  necessities  of  a  more  rational  and 
Bublimer  cause.  That  was  the  rescue  of  Palestine  from 
the  hand  cf  infidels.  This,  the  redemption  of  all  lands 
from  the  power  of  sin.  That  was  to  be  accomplished  by 
the  use  of  carnal  weapons.  This,  by  spiritual  alone, 
which  are  mighty. 

The  conversion  of  the  world  is  an  enterprise  which  re¬ 
quires  peculiar  qualifications.  It  demands  holiness,  humi¬ 
lity,  and  perseverance.  It  demands  unwavering  faith  in 
the  promise  of  God,  and  unconquerable  determination.  It 
must  combine  wisdom  of  measures  with  depth  of  purpose 
I  and  strong  emotion.  It  must  call  out  the  Cliristian  as 


people,  and  his  own  true  interest,  by  introducing  b 
well  directed  temperance  reform  into  Russia  1  As 
missionaries  of  the  cross  are  now  excluded  from 
Russia,  who  knows  but  that  the  Lord  has  reserved 
it  for  the  temperance  cause  first  to  lay  the  founda- 
lioQ  of  a  leiorm'in  Russia,  upon  which  the  mission¬ 
aries,  returning  in  due  season,  may  then  build  with 
the  hope  of  permanent  success?  This  may  now 
appear  visionary,  perhaps  it  is  so. 

Let  me  only  add,  that  among  the  converts  of  last 
summer  in  South  Russia,  there  are  two  men,  heads 
of  families,  who  had  a  short  time  before  I  came 
there  given  up  drinking,  one  entirely,  the  other  at 
least  every  thing  which  may  be  called  excess.  They 
attended  subsequently  our  meetings,  were  hopejitlly 
converte.d  with  theiir  wioes,  and  the  eldest 
ter  of  one  of  them,  who  bsis  children,  a  giil  ot 
01  13  years,  has  been  brought  under  conviction  alter 
our  departure  from  thence,  and  1 
her  conversiqn  by  the  next  mail.  Thus  the  Lord 
blesses  the  same  means  iu  all  parts  of  the  wort 
and  it  is  true  in  Europe  as  well  as  in  America,  that 
no  drunkard  can  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven 
without  a  previous  reformation  in  this  respect.  Ha 
those  two  men  kept  on  drinking,  they  would  have 
remained  miserable  with  their  whole  families,  and 
perhaps  perished  logether.  Now  they  are  so  happy 
th'ai  they  would  exchange  (as  they  say)  with  no 
unconverted  king  or  emperor.  Their  houses  are 
truly  Bethels  and  gates  of  heaven. 

But  I  must  close.  We  long  to  see  your  cause 
prosper,  and  could  only  wish  that  it  might  extend 
more  efficiently  its  benign  influence  across  the 
ocean,  and  raise  a  standard  against  wickedness  hcie  | 
and  in  all  the  world.

Especially,  let 
him  chance  le  be  undei  a  tyrannous,  cruel  male,  who  will  show 
him  no  mercy.  Let  him  be  led  away  on  the  land,  as  he  will  bo 
likely  to  be,  by  older  messmates,  or  landlords’  runners,  into  the 
haunts  of  iniquity.  Let  no  Sailors’  Home  rm  eive  h.m  into  its 
safe  anchorage.  Let  no  plea;  ant  Beihol,  or  kind  visit  ofthc  ma¬ 
riners’  chaplain  allure  him  in,  to  hear  the  gospel  on  iho  Sabbath; 
but  let  that  sacred  day  bo  spent,  as  it  generally  is,  in  thoughtless 
idleness,  dissipation  and  folly.  Let  the  Bible  and  tracts,  per¬ 
haps  nicely  put  up  in  his  chest,  by  a  moibur’s  or  a  sblei’s  care, 
be  unopened  on  Iho  almost  incessantly  occupied  voyage.  Let 
all  this  bo  true,  (as  who  does  not  know  that  it  is  ‘  melancholy 
fact?’)  and  is  it  difficult  to  tell  the  moral  shipwreck  which  that 
boy  will  probably  make  7  Of  how  many  sailors  has  the  course 
and  manner  of  life,  from  their  first  early  voyage,  been  such.  But 
let  us  reverse  the  picture. 

Let  a  boy  bo  placed  in  a  commodious,  healthy  forecastle,  (of 
which,  it  mutt  be  acknowledged  it  would  bo  difficult  to  find  one 
new,)  provided  with.a  little  Seamen’s  Library  of  useful  books.— 
Let  him  be  under  gentle,  self-respecting.  God-fearing  officers, 
who  shall  always  hallow  the  Sabbath  as  a  day  of  rest.  Let  pro¬ 
fanity  and  merrimsm  be  forbidden  ‘  forward.’  Let  him  be  sought 
out  by  faithful  a(,evii,  and  drawn  into  a  quiet  Sailors’  Home, 
when  ho  arrives  in  port  and  is  discharged.  ' 


from  tho  error  of  their  way ;  if  you  could  be  the  means  of 
bringing  out  an  additional  hundred  to  the  house  of  God  ;  if 
you  could  build  a  house  of  worship  where  the  gospel  may  be 
preached  for  years  to  come ;  if  you  should  sustain  with  ener¬ 
gy  and  interest  the  social  meetings  of  the  church,  or  do  any 
other  deed  of  equal  importance  with  any  of  these,  you  would 
furnish  yourself  with  the  consoling  thought  that  you  had  not 
lived  in  vain. 


Du  you  say  you  are  contented  to  accomplish 
less  ?  We  answer,  the  best  way  to  accomplish  a  little  is  to 
aim  high.  The  best  way  to  accomplish  much  is  to  improve 
all  the  opportunities  of  accomplishing  a  little.  Will  you  not 
consider  well  these  suggestions  ? 


Vbe  Amertean  Moral  Reform  Society- 
IDDRESS  UF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Executive  Committee  request  the  attention  of  their 
friends  and  patrons  to  the  following  suggestions  respecting 
the  condition  of  the  cause  in  which  they  are  engaged,  and 
their  [ilaus  for  its  further  prosecution.  The  suspension  of 
the  Journal  of  public  morals,  though  deeply  regretted,  seem, 
ed  in  the  circumstances  unavsidablu.  In  addition  to  <hc  ge. 
neral  pressure,  which  has  closed  the  career  of  several  long  es¬ 
tablished  papers,  the  recent  origin  of  our  operations,  tic  pred- 
judice  against  our  efforts — with  which,  for  some  ti  ne,  we 
were  coirpelled  to  struggle — the  fact  that  the  donations  to 
our  object  were  comparatively  small  and  inadequate,  all  com¬ 
bined  to  hasten  the  suspension  of  our  paper.  When  we 
had  determined  on  this  measure,  the  proprietors  of  the  Evan- 
gelii  t  offered  their  paper  as  a  substitute,  so  far  as  it  would 
answer,  in  order  that  our  subscribers  might  feel  that  we 
were  determined  to  do  every  thing  in  our  power  for  their  sa. 


lusts  of  the  other.  And  how  great  a  part  is  there  in  society, 

'  amongst  the  tribe  and  fellowship  of  men,’  and  especially  within 
‘  the  fierce,  confederate  storm  of  sorrow,  barricaded  evermore 
within  the  walls  of  cities,’  who  hang  as  mere  paupers,  or  what  is 
worse,  as  ‘  loafers,’  on  the  other  part,  without  returning  any  equi¬ 
valent,  or  adding  any  thing  to  the  common  stock  of  society.— 
How  many  who  might  be  compared  to  the  vampyres,  that  subsist 
by  sucKing  the  blood  of  their  uufortuuate  victims.  Of  all  these 
vampyres,  loafers,  et  hoc  omne  genus,  there  is  no  class  more  in¬ 
satiable,  ravenous  and  rabid,  than  that  which  fastens  upon  the 
poor,  homeless  sailor,  tlie  moment  of  his  arrival  at  land — a  class 
most  significantly  denommated  ‘  land.sharks,’  whose  hateful  con¬ 
tour  and  physiognomy  none  can  be  suppessd  ignorant  of,  who 
have  journied  on  the  sea,  and  then  have  come  to  some  populous 
mart  of  commerce ;  and  a  genus,  the  print  of  whose  nails,  and  the 
grappling  of  whose  teeth,  every  houseless  son  of  Neptune  knew- 
etb,  to  his  pockets’  emptying,  his  clothes’  robbing,  time  wasting, 
liquor  drinking,  night  revelling,  character  ruining,  health  losing, 
and  heart’s  content. 

This  species  of  ‘  John  Shaik’  is  to  be  found,  swinuning  very 
ravenously  among  the  docks  and  wharves  of  a  seaport  town,  and 
especially  cruising  very  wistfully  around  every  newly-arrived 
ship.  He  makes  many  greedy  snaps  after  his  pray,  and  is  gene¬ 
rally  but  too  successful  in  h.s  captures ;  and  ho  disgorges  not  till, 
in  his  own  sui  generis  process  of  absorption  and  digestion,  he  has

Let  a  devoted  mari¬ 
ners’  chaplain  hail  him  as  one  of  the  ‘  people  of  his  care,’  and 
introduce  him  to  the  Bethel  on  the  Sabbath  day.  Let  a  word  of 
personal  friendship,  advice  and  exhortation  be  given  him,  and  a 
few  tracts  placed  in  his  hand.  Lei  him  be  hedged  around  by  gen¬ 
tle  moral  influences,  against  the  allurements  of  passion  and  of  evil 
men.  Let  the  same  kind  treaimeiit  and  preservatory  care  follow 
him  back  to  the  seaports  sf  his  native  land,  and  wall  him  in  from 
evil  there.  Let  all  this  be  true,  and  is  it  error  to  say  that  that 
boy  will  bo  likely  to  return  to  his  home,  uncontaminated  and  safe  7 
And  why  may  not  all  this  good  bo  done,  and  all  these  sailor  boys 
preserved  7  U nJer  God  it  may ;  and  it  is  precisely  what  the  Sea¬ 
men’s  Friend  Society  aims  to  accompli.vh,  but  is  kept  liack  (rum 
the  blessed  work  by  want  of  funds,  withheld  by  the  very  men  who 
mako  their  gains  through  means  of  the  class  this  Society  aims  to 
benefit  and  improve. 

Sailors  can  be  influenced,  impreved,  and  made  better,  harden¬ 
ing  though  their  profession  and  treatment  may  be.  Tempted, 
houseless,  homeless  wanderer  though  he  be,  yet  let  a  man  show 
himself  bis  friend,  and  deeply  interested  in  his  beliatf;  let  him 
manifest  a  sincere  Isve  for  bis  soul,  and  he  will  seldom  ftiil  to  reach 
the  heart  of  that  sailor,  and  find  that  he  has  touched  fine  chordt 
of  feeling  wiihin  that  rough,  pea-jacket  bosrm.  I  have  known 
an  audience  of  seamen  melt  into  tears  at  the  narration  of  a  sim- 


left  his  luckless  victims  nought  but  skin  and  bones, 
four  of  these  ravenous  monsters  made  their  appearance  by  our 
ship,  the  moment  she  was  secured  abreast  of  two  others,  along¬ 
side  the  New  Orleans  Levee,  althsugh  it  was  nearly  the  silent 
hour  of  midnight,  when  all  but  eu  ch  prowling  gen'  ry,  the  watch¬ 
men  of  public  safety,  and  some  late  bands  of  Bacchanalian  revel¬ 
ers,  were  quietly  wrapped  in  sleep.  They  succeeded,  during  the 
night,  in  making  prizes  of  all  our  men  but  one  old  fellow,  too  wise 
and  knowing,  and  decoyed  them  off  to  their  infamous  dons  uf  ca¬ 
rousing,  revelry  and  shame.  They  returned  lalo  in  the  morning, 
maddened  and  morose,  straggling  in  one  after  another,  some 
without  hats,  and  with  torn  clothes ;  and  then  en.sued  a  scene  of 
profane,  loud,  threatening  command  and  vituperation,  on  the  part 
of  the  officers,  and  of  audacious,  swearing  impudenoe,  and  intract¬ 
able  sullenness,  on  the  part  of  tho  men,  that  might  well  befit  the 
deck  of  a  felon  pirate  ship,  after  a  season  of  unrestrained  wassail 
and  drunkenness.  This  is  the  common  lot  of  tailors,  in  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  seaport  towns,  and  these  are  scenes  not  unfreqiienlly 
enacted  on  the  decks  of  American  ships. 

The  Sailors’  Horars,  now  beneficently  established  in  New- 
York,  Boston,  and  a  few  other  ports,  promise  to  do  much  to  save 
them  from  the  grtedy  clutches  of  the  destroyer,  and  to  provide 
for  them  a  safe  retreat  from  the  land-sharks  and  vampyres,  that 
‘  go  about,  seeking  whom  they  may  devour-’  But  it  cannot  be 
denied,  that  this  most  important  class  of  our  fellow  men  have  been 
long  and  shamelessly  neglected  by  the  Christians,  and  citizens, 
and  thottt  whose  interests  they  most  subserve,  of  ihosa  United 
States.  And  the  Seamen’s  Friend  Society,  tho  only  organiza¬ 
tion  that  has  in  view  tho  improvement  of  tlie  temporal  and  spir¬ 
itual  condition  of  this  large  and  important  class,  has  been  suffered 
to  languish  and  lead  a  dying  life,  and  has  actually  received  less 


In  conversation  once  with  a  sailor  at  sea,  on  a  night  watch,  and 
having  asked  him  if  he  did  not  over  think  of  God,  eternity,  and 
tho  prospects  of  his  soul,  and  certain  texts  uf  the  Bible,  during 
the  still  night  watchts— ‘  O  yes,  (said  he)  I  do  sometimes;  but 
you  don’t  know — there  are  a  good  many  things  lay  between  a  sai¬ 
lor  and  religion,  and  ho  has  other  things  to  study  than  the  Bible.' 
And  so  indeed  it  is,  as  has  bren  already  intimated,  through  the 
neglect  and  avarice  of  merchants  and  Christian  men,  in  the  home¬ 
ly  phraseology  of  one  that  knew,  ‘  there  are  a  good  many  things 
lay  between  a  sailor  and  religion.’  Their  wretched  mode  of  life 
in  the  close,  dark,  dirty  forecastle ;  their  constant,  laborious  oc» 

I  cupation  during  the  day,  and  often  during  the  night,  with  but  little 
I  sleep  j  their  constant  liability  to  and  frequent  endurance  of,  the 
hard  treatment  of  officers ;  their  evil  cororaunicatiops  one  with 
another;  the  corrupting,  demoralizing  influence  of  the  oMcr  and 
more  experienced  iu  iniquity,  upon  their  younger  mes"  mates ; 
their  many  and  strong  temptations  Cn  land  •  these,  and  yet  more 
aggravating  circumstances  in  the  condition  of  many  of  the  In,  lend 
to  darken  and  degrade  the  mind,  to  pollute  and  harden  tl:o  heart, 
to  gall  and  break  the  spirit,  to  nurture  bad  feelings  and  malicious 
passions,  to  break  up  the  foundations  of  virtue  and  roligl.  n,  laid, 
perhaps,  in  the  previous  education,  to  shut  out  all  thoughl.s  of  God 
and  eternity,  and  bring  down  tho  immortal  spirit,  imbruted  and 
imbedded  in  the  dust. 

For  its  fiic,  j-  eat  commerce,  and  the  numbir  of  sailors  always 
there,  less  ha  s  been  effectively  done  in  New  Orleans,  on  their 


the  mentis  of  Moral  Keform  will  have  reason  to  rejoice. 

Few,  even  of  our  warmest  friends,  are  aware  of  the  extent  of 
the  field  which  we  arc  called  to  occupy,  and  the  greatness  of  the 
objects  which  we  wish  to  promote. 


Our  field  is  the  world — ' 
but  especially  our  own  country  in  all  its  length  and  breadth 
The  name  American  descrilies  the  special  field  of  our  open, 
tions.  In  occupying  this  wide  and  important  fieU,  with  our 
plans  and  measures,  we  aim  at  the  accomplishnien't  of  tho 
following  objects : 

1.  To  excite  a  deeper  interest  iu  the  claims  and  design  of 
the  Domestic  Constitution— that  ordination  of  Heaven, 
which  was  the  contemporary  of  the  Sabbath  in  Edeii,  and  is 
essentially  the  glory  of  all  lands  and  ages. 

2.  To  expound,  illustrate  and  defend  the  Severn  h  Com_ 
mandment,  as  the  appointed  guardian  of  tho  Constitution 
demonstrating  its  importance  to  society,  by  the  consequences 
and  the  guilt  of  its  violation. 

3.  To  exhibit  the  connexion,  at  once  intimate  and  univer¬ 
sal,  among  all  the  forms  of  vice,  and  to  endeavor  after  their 
suppression,  by  all  the  means  which  the  Word  and  Provi¬ 
dence  of  God  combine  to  sanction.  _  , 

4-  To  seek  the  promotion  of  a  pure  and  healthy  literature, 
by  arraying  public  opinion  against  works  of  a  deleterious 
tendency,  and  especially  by  commending  and  enlisting  the 
press  generally  in  commendation  of  that  kind  of  reading, 
which  is  at  once  rich  in  its  instruction,  safe  in  its  tendencies, 
and  congenial  with  tho  purposes  of  man’s  intellectual  and 
spiritual  nature. 

5.  To  enlist  the  pulpit  in  this  cause,  that  the  resources 
of  gospel  motive  may  be  brought  to  bear  more  directly 
and  efficiently  on  the  great  work  of  the  moral  renova¬ 
tion  of  society. 

6.  To  arouse  the  attention  of  churches  to  the  maiutenance 
of  a  high  standard  and  strict  discipline,  respectiug  vain 
amusements,  and  all  habits  and  practices  of  a  licentious  ten 
dency. 

7.  To  promote  the  execution  of  such  salutary  laws  as  al¬ 
ready  exist,  and  to  shew  as  far  as  wo  may  be  able  the  ne¬ 
cessity  of  more  thorough  and  cfleclive  legislation. 

8.  To  awaken,  as  far  as  possible,  the  interest  of  the 
church  of  God. 


PRAYER. 

We  believe  prayer  to  bfe  the  most  important  wea¬ 
pon  that  the  Christian  can  use,  and  yet  how  ineflec- 
tually  is  it  wielded  by  a  great  majority  of  Christ’s 
disciples?  Any  Uiiag  that  will  aid  them  in  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  this  duty  is  seasonable.  We  have  recent¬ 
ly  met  with  the  following  thoughts  which  we  re- 
cummand  to  the  serious  attention  ef  every  professed 
follower  of  the  Savior.  If  he  will  practice  these 
precepts,  we  will  insure  him  much  spiritual  enjoy¬ 
ment. 

He  that  has  learned  to  pray  as  be  ought,  has  got 
the  secret  of  a  holy  life. 

He  that  would  be  devout  in  prayer,  roust  beware 
of  a  habit  of  wandering  in  prayer.  It  is  a  crime 
that  would  grow  upon  us,  ainl  will  deprive  us  of 
the  blessing  we  pray  for.  The  best  way  to  prevent 
wandering  in  prayer,  is,  not  to  let  the  mind  wander 
at  other  times,  but  to  have  God  always  in  our  minds, 
in  the  whole  course  of  our  lives. 

Never  intermit  your  devotions  if  you  can  help  it ; 
else  you  will  return  to  your  duty  like  Sampson 
when  his  locks  were  cut  short,  and  indifferent  as 
other  people  of  the^world. 

The  oftener  we  renew  our  intercourse  with  God 
the  greater  will  be  our  devotion.  Frequent  prayer, 
as  it  is  an  exercise  of  the  holy  thoughts,  is  a  most 
natuial  remedy  against  the  power  of  sin. 

Make  it  a  law  to  yourself  lo  meditate  before  you 
pray  ;  also  to  make  certain  pausesi  to  see  whether 
Tour  heart  goes  alorg  with  your  lips.  Those  whose 
nearts  desire  nothing,  pray  for  nothing. 

It  is  a  rudeness  amongst  inen  to  asK  a  favor  and 
not  stay  for  an  answer.  And  do  we  count  it  no 
fault  to  pray  for  blessings  and  never  to  think  of  them 
afterwards — never  to  wait  for  them — never  to  give 
God  thaaks  for  them  ? 

Let  us  make  prayer  familiar  to  os,  foi  without  the 
help  of  God,  we  are  every  hour  in  danger. 

The  devil  knows  that  when  we  have  a  relish  for 
prayer  and  apply  ourselves  in  good  earnest  to  it,  we 
ara  in  the  way  of  li(« ;  he  therefore,  strives  by  all 


can  apply  to  this  work  of  benevolence.  It  is  an  ago  distin¬ 
guished  for  the  general  diffusion  of  knowledge.  The  child 
of  this  age  often  possesses  more  correct  information  respect¬ 
ing  the  world  he  dwells  in,  than  the  philosopher  himself  pos¬ 
sessed  in  ages  {>ast.  The  treasures  of  all  past  ages  seem  by 
the  hand  of  Providence  to  be  }x>urcd  into  the  lap  of  the  pre¬ 
sent  generation.  The  general  perfection  to  which  the  pro¬ 
minent  sciences  have  arrived,  and  the  wonderful  improve¬ 
ments  which  have  been  made  in  the  useful  arts,  all  tend  to 
enhance  the  resources  of  the  church.  Beside  all  this,  the 
claims  of  the  Bible  have  passed  the  fiery  trial,  and  shine  fortli 
with  unsullied  lustre.  Infidelity,  driven  from  philosophical 
and  fashionable  life ;  defeated  in  every  contest,  now  assumes 
a  most  degraded  and  contemptible  form,  wliile  the  divine  ori¬ 
gin  of  Christianity  is,  in  form  at  least,  publicly  acknowledg¬ 
ed.  It  is  moreover  an  age  in  which  the  principles  of  Chris¬ 
tianity  are  remarkably  enforced.  By  means  of  early  Chris¬ 
tian  education,  missionary  efforts,  and  the  rapid  o{ieralion8 
of  the  press,  its  truths  are  nmre  widely  disseminated.  The 
preaching  of  the  gospel  is  becoming  more  plain,  untrammel¬ 
ed,  and  explicit,  more  pungent  and  frequent,  more  qnion  is 
observable  among  Christians  of  different  names,  and  the  op¬ 
erations  of  tho  Holy  Spirit  arc  more  and  more  gloriously 
exhibited  throughout  our  land.  In  connection  with  all  this, 
there  are  certain  great  prophetical  declarations,  which  seem 
like  so  many  thunder  clouds,  ready  to  discharge  themselves 
on  the  waiting  earth ;  and  the  signs  of  the  times,  coinciding 
with  this  idea,  arc  calculated  to  arrest  and  fix  the  attention 
of  inquiring  minda  Unquestionably,  a  great  and  solemn 
crisis  is  forming  in  the  prospects  of  the  gospel  and  of  man¬ 
kind.  The  reforinulion  of  Luther  was  the  opening  scene  in 
a  scries  of  brilliant  events,  which  will  be  extended  till  the 
end  of  time.  Now  then  it  would  l>e  fully  not  to  look  fur  a 
multiplication  of  great  religious  deeds.  The  great  prepara- 


supported,  in  who  e  or  in  part,  upwards  of  seven  hundred  minis¬ 
ters  ;  and  under  circumstancea,  too,  widely  diflerent ;  fur,  while 
that  Society  reccivea  patronage  from  only  one  part  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  church,  the  Seamen’s  Friend  Society  has  the  well  wishts 
of  all.’  AnS  during  the  year  ending  May,  1837,  the  treasury  was 
overdrawn  $4,435,  to  pay  its  disbursumanta  of  $  I4;997.  In  view 
of  this  the  Executive  Committee  declare,  and  thry  have  already 
proceeded  to  act  upon  that  declaration,  that  '  unless  something 
cfTeclual  is  done,  and  done  rptcdily,  too,  thry  will  not  feel  au¬ 
thorized  to  precced  a  single  itsp  farther  in 


enlarging  their  ope¬ 
rations,  but  will  ruthcr  consider  it  an  imperative  duty  to  close  the 
chapels  at  loino  of  those  nations  wherrit  will  b«  productive  of 
the  least  evil,  and  thus  curtail  their  ezpcniea,  until  they  can  be 
brought  within  the  limits  of  the  amount  which  Christian  charity 
places  at  their  disposal.  Will  the  friends  of  zeamtn,  in  our  land, 
advise  to  this  course  7 — Must  wo  reliirquish  thev*  efforts,  and 
give  over  the  sailor  as  a  prey  to  every  destroyer,  as  he  has  been 
afurotime?  We  leave  the  question  on  the  conscience  of  every 
man,  to  answer  it  as  he  shall  wish  to  have  done  when  this  world 
shall  have  passed  away,  and  eternity  shall  open.’  How,  this 
year,  will  the  church  answer  this  question  7 

How  is  it,  in  the  words  of  the  warm-hearted  and  devoted  San- 
tell,  of  Havre, '  How  is  it,  that  a  Society  to  generally  and  favor¬ 
ably  known,  can  be  seen  sinking  in  debt  and  difficnlties — limited 
and  crippled  in  its  operation,  for  want  of  fund and  crying  to  the 
church  for  help,  but  no  help  comes,  no  response  is  heard  7  Gan 


in  the  conversion  and  sanctification  of 
cities,  that  thus  the  healing  branch  may  be  cast  into  the  great 
fountains  and  receptacles  of  moral  inllucncs. 

If  any  one  will  contemplate  the  range  of  benevolent  exer¬ 
tion  connected  with  the  siiecifications  above,  and  the  influ- 
cnce  of  tho  cause  of  action  on  the  character  of  our  seamen, 
on  tho  prosperity  of  Missions,  and  on  all  the  extended  and 
most  endeared  interests  of  our  country  and  mankind,  he  will 
perceive  that  the  Committee  are  called  upon  to  pursevero  in 
their  cause,  and  that  a  well  sustained  public  journal,  iu 
which  all  denominations  of  evangelical  Christians  shall  feel 
an  interest,  is  highly  important. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  formation  of  auxiliary  so¬ 
cieties,  on  the  principles  of  this  society,  os  extensivuly  as 
possible;  and  respectfully  solicit  such  iwcuiiiary  aid  as  their 
friends  are  able  to  afford,  in  this  time  uf  embarrassment. 
They  must  look  in  a  great  measure  to  their  friends  in  the 
country  for  aid,  and  earnestly  hope  that  they  will  bo  icmem- 
bered. 

The  Committee  have  but  few  agents  in  the  field,  are 
designing  to  procure  others,  but  feci  the  imiiortaiico  of  ob¬ 
taining  those,  whose  characters,  attainmenls  and  procedures 
shall  do  honor  to  the  cause,  who  shall  at  once  comprehend 
the  vastness  of  its  relations,  and  feel  a  deep  and  vital  interest 
in  its  prosperity.  While,  therefore,  they  are  comiielled  to 
proceed  with  care,  they  affectionately  solicit,  that  the  pastors 
of  tbs  churches  would  lend  the  influence  of  their  solemn 
station,  in  behalf  of  those  great  principles  which  they  are 
aiming  to  promote. 

They  also  request  that  editors  of  papers,  whether  reiigi- 
oa'B,  literary,  or  political,  will  combine  their  exertions  in  be¬ 
half  of  these  principles  and  interests,  and  pgflilish,  so  far  as 
they  can  consistently,  the  staUunents  and'  reports  of  the 
Committee. 

The  Committee  have  no  expectation  that  all  their  objects 
will  be  accomplished  at  once,  but  they  feci  assured  that  by 
patient  continuance  in  well  doing,  without  fainting  from  dis.
